“It ia further agreed that as a 
condition of employment all em- 
ployes shall be, or become, mem- 
bers of the United Mine Workers 
of America to the extent and in 
the manner permitted by law, 
except in those exempt classifica- 
tidns as hereinafter provided in 
this agreement.” 

The key phrase, new to UMW 
contract? and providing the 
escape from violation of the in- 
junction or the law, is “to the 
extent and in the manner per- 
mitted by law. 

Big Mines Organized. 

Strictly construed, that means 
in a theoretical legal sense, no 
union shop. The National Labor 
Relations Board ha#@*already held 
that the p contract provision, 
that emp of the mines shall 
“be or become” members of the 
union, is a violation of the Taft- 
Hartley Act, as it plainly was.

On Maturing Slowly 


THE MAGIC FALLACY, by David Westheimer, (The 

Macmillan Co., % pgs., $2.) - 

David Westheimer’s novel is in the an- 
cient tradition of the story with a moral. 
This time the moral is that it is good for 
children to mature slowly, to cling to the 
magic fallacy of youth. The magic fallacy 
itself. is that “magnificent delusion that 
nothing in life is ugly.” “We are the fortu- 
nate,” writes Westheimer, “who .maintain 
a vestige of. that innocence and so never 
lose all our youth.” It is a curious story 
which is intended to illustrate this point 
of view. : 

Pershing Williams’ father ignored his 
wife after her beauty began to fade. Persh- 
ing was aware of the friction between his 
parents. Finally, his mother ran off with 
the family dector. Mr. Williams remarried

The 
arboretum now has 25,000 orchid plants, 400 acres of natural wild- 
flowers (a million daffodils of 60 different species bloom there 
in the spring), a crabapple hillside, a Virginia- box garden and 
many other natural wonders. 

, , Dr. Moore says the arboretum also has one of the best labora- 
tories on flood control. Through the tract runs Brush Creek, a 
tempestuous stream that used to do a lot of damage. An attempt 
was made to harness it by following the methods of the Army En- 
gineers.

Friends and admirers were 
shocked in 1944 to learn that he 
had been found in’a New York 
hotel suffering from pneumonia 
and that he was undernourished 
due to poverty.: He had been 
taken to municipally operated 
Bellevue Hospital and placed in a 
ward. The Authors’ League fi- 
nanced his removal to another 
hospital and later to a convales- 
cent home. He recovered. 
Masters produced at least one 
book of poetry for a number of 
years as well as several books of 
prose. He considered ““The Domes- 
day Beok” and its sequel, “The 
Fate of the Jury,” better works 
than “Spoon River.” 

Active in Politics. 
As a lawyer in Chicago, Mas- 
ters had been active in politics. 
He was one of the founders and 
several times president of the 
Jefferson Club in that city. 
Before entering law practice he 
was a newspaper reporter and 
learned the printer’s trade. 
He was born in Garnett, Kan., 
while the family was visting there. 
His father, Hardin Wallace Mas- 
ters, attorney and mayor of Lewis- 
town for many years, was the law 
partner of William H. Herndon. 
Herndon was once Lincoln’s law 
partner and was his first biog- 
rapher.

The Atlantic Monthly report 
points out that Mr. Acheson’s vul- 
nerability on Capitol Hill is based 
on the fact that he has little po- 
litical strength in his own right.

Washington had Jefferson. Jef- 
ferson had Madison. Madison had 
Monroe. Monroe had John Quincy 
Adams. Adams had Henry Clay. 
Lincoln had Seward. Garfield 
and Harrison had Blaine. Theo- 
dore Roosevelt had Root. Wilson 
had Bryan. Harding had Hughes. 
Franklin Roosevelt had Hull. Tru- 
man had Byrnes. - Some of these 
men became distinguished in the 
conduct of foreign affairs. But 
that is not why they were chosen 
in the first place. They were 
chosen because they had such po- 
litical power in their own right 
that to leave them out was a po- 
litical liability and to take them 
in was a political asset. 


Yet experience shows also, I 
believe, that in our system of gov- 
ernment the President cannot in 
time of crisis delegate the con- 
duct of foreign affairs to a Sec- 
retary of State, no matter what 
his personal political strength. The 
great and difficult decisions can 
be made ohly by the President 
himself, and the. Secretary of 
State can only be the President’s 
minister. Lincoln, Theodore Roose- 
Loew haere and Franklin Roose- 
velt ma oreign policy. ‘When 
the President has not done this, 
foreign policy has languished. 
Though Hughes was a far abler 
man than Harding, though Stim- 
son was far wiser in foreign af- 


Because of this, Presidents who 
ote been strong in foreign af- 


dent can bring all the depart- 
ments and his own majority in 
Congress into line behind a’ 
decision in foreign policy. | 

If he does not exercise his 
peculiar function, the several de- 
partments will tend each to make . 
their own foreign policy and his 
party will tend to become inert 
and divided. Only the President, 
as party leader, can deal with . 
Congress on issues of foreign . 
policy. For even if his Secretary. 
of State is a strong politician . 
in his own right, the over-all... 
power of the Presidential office 
is almost always necessary to im- 
pose party discipline. 2

Now Mr. Acheson is extraordi- 
narily well equipped by experi- 
ence and bent of mind to be a 
minister of foreign affairs.
